WASHINGTON, April -'7.— Tlic events of

The main body of the IS'iearaguaus 


who had abandoned Corinto had crossed 
n lagoo;i which separates the town from 
tho mbinlaml, and had strongly en- 
tiencbed thoniBelvea. Tlua mformatiou 
was promptly communicated to tho 
atute department. 


States directly in tlio affair In apito of 
tho aduiiniBtrutiou to avoid tho entitn- 
(•UMiiunt. Tlie action means that no 
Kouils can now bo entered at Corinto, a 
port which has huretoforo rucuivuil uvur 
hulf of tlio imports of the country, with- 
out violating the national law of Nica- 
ragua. Tho Jlritinh may collect duties 
if any goods entbr the place, but tho 
latter would bo liable to Beixure tht- 
moment they crossed tho ISritieh lines 
into thu interior.

The tiret effect of the degree closing 


the port therefore will probably be to 
divert nearly all, if not the entire im- 
port trade of tho place to San Juan del 
Sur or perhaps KealaJoa, a seaport near 
by, for it 13 improbable that many uier- 
clianta will take the chances of getting 
their goods into Nicaragua through tho 
British lilies under the circumstances. 
In tins the length of the stay of the 
the Hritish at Corinto is problematical, 
conditional as it ia upon 
collecting 


enough revenue from cuBtoma to make 
good the indemnity demanded. But 
another consideration 
arises nt this 


point, for ottr government has been aa 
Biired that occupation will not be per- 
manent, and indeed tho first paragraph 
of the Ulayton-Hulwcr treaty expressly 
pledges Great Britain against any occu- 
pation of Nlcaraguan territory. So tho 
problem will arise how to collect the in- 
demnity within a reasonable time. Ibis 
may bu aettled summarily by simply ex- 
tending tho occupation and blockade be- 
yond Corinto, BO as to include nil of tho

had never btt-n doubted by tho depart- 
ment. For thin reason the Unit reports 
of tho occupation of Corinto received at 
the department from unofficial aourcoB 
were discredited and doubts expressed 
aa to their accurracy. Tlio weeretnry 
had been tumble to obtain any tiuflmte 
information from his own agents as to 
tho action of the British, probably for 
the reason that Mr. .Baker, cur minister 
to Nicaragua, ia not at present in that

There is a consular agent at 


Corinto, Henry I'ftla'/.io, but he is not 
an American and could scarcely be ro- 
liod upon in a matter of thia kind to 
keep tho department informed in the 
absence of express ordera. Tho situa- 
tion at Corinto ia now regarded aa omi- 
nous of serious trouble, for the dis- 
patches indicate that the Nicaraguans 
are disposed to resist any further ad- 
vance by the British. 
The information reaching here ia to 


the effect that the Nicaraguana may fur- 
ther isolate the British nt Corinto by 
burning the bridges across the lagoon 
separating the town from the mainland. 
The British position is eaid to be very 
bad from a etrairetir. standpoint. The 
town is practically on an island, being 
separated from the 
mainland by a 


atretch of marshy ground.

The JSica- 


ulded by Great Britain to the original 


This course, moreover, will Buriouely 


embarrass the commerce of tho United 
States, and on this point Great Britain 
has given Secretary tire-sham certain aa- 
mi ranees for the manner in which tlie 
British may bo euro of attaining their 
ends by n prompt declaration of war and 
an invasion of Nicaragua, involving tlio 
capture of the capital, Managua, and tho 
Imposition upon the 
Nicaraguans of 


Great Britain's tunua aa tho price of 
peace. It may bo that the British gov- 
ernment will be driven to tho latter 
course in the interest of Irailc, our own 
KB well as that of her own merchants, 
which she is bound to safely guard. If 
goods entered at Corinto after payment 
of duty to tho British occupants should 
bo seized in tho Interior, tho owner, 
British or American, would have every 
claim lor reparation, the only question 
ia as to whoso duty it would bo to secure 
this; whether tho United .States would 
feel bound to intervene in tho cast) of an 
American merchant in Buch case, and 
therein Hen one of tho factors which 
may involve our country directly in tho 
dispute. It has been asserted aa a hard 
and fast rule of international la*/ that 
duties cannot ho twice collected, and 
our own government has takim an ad- 
vanced position on thia Queution. 


At one time, when tho diplomatic re- 


lations between Groat Britain anil Mox- 
uo woro interrupted nnd a revolutionary 
.unvomont was in progress in the latter 
country, a 'llritish ship entering one of 
the revolutionary porta ot Mexico paid 
duties upon her goods to tho insurgents. 
Afterwards the Mexican government 
ugain assessed the duties upon Iho same 
goods, holding that the insurgents luul 
no authority to make tho first collection, 
and refusing to recogniae it. The Brit- 
iah miniiitor, Sir Kdwnnl Thornton, ap- 
pealed tn our country, Groat Britain 
having no representative in Mexico, to 
secure the release of the goods from this 
imposition. We acted very promptly, 
and obliged tho Mexicans to release tho 
goods and to acknowledge the principle 
that duties cannot be twice levied. This 
case differs in many important features 
from tho present one from the closure of 
Corinto. anil it is dillicult to ascertain 
tho application of international law in 
thia case, although tlie general broad 
principle would seem to ho similar.

The British are evidently apprehensive 
of trouble on this score aa indicated by 
the cablegrams from Colon showing 
that tho three vessels, the Royal Ar- 
thur the Wild Swau and the Satellite, 
have been so placed as to command the 
town with their guns. 
It is probable that thia disposition baa 


beau so as to insure the occupying forces 
numbering about -100 armed men, from 
an attack from the Nicaraguans rather 
than with any deliberate purpose of 
bombarding the town, for there is no 
evidence that the British desire to ad- 
vance into the interior at present, and it 
ia certainly not a part of the original 
program, aa made known to our-gov- 
ernment, to bombard the place. Tbe 
news of the situation at Corinto cre- 
ated a commotion here, and particu- 
larly in the etate department. Sir 
Julian I'auncefort, the British ambassa- 
dor, came to the department, and after 
remaining in private consultation with 
Secretary Gvesham for a short time the 
two repaired to the war department 
to consult with Secretary Lamont. The 
latter was absent at the time, but com- 
ing in later, repaired immediately to the 
state department and talked over mat- 
ters with tho President. Later on the 
news came to the department by the 
Associated Press from Colon that the 
Nicaratman government had made a 
sharp move by declaring Corinto a closed 
nort 
This was evidently a disturbing 
ilemcnt in the calculations for the> as- 
sistant Secretary of the United States 
as at onco dispatched to the British 


of Corinto by the British forcea under 
Admiral Stcphenson, for the purpose of 
collecting customs revenues at that port 
to satisfy the demands of (.-treat Britain 
for an indemnity for tho expulsion of 
Consul Hatch and other British aub- 
jects from Bluefields, has ordered the 
closing of the port. On account of this 
action of the government the Panama 
railroad company has issued notice to 
tho agents of the various steamship 
lines whose vessels run to the Isthmua 
notifying them of the close of Oorinto, 
in order r,hat they may take the neces- 
sary action to protect freight and pas- 
sengers en route to Corinto. 


MANAGUA, Apr:! 27.—To the Associat- 


ed Press, New York: Nicaragua pro- 
testa before all nations against the out- 
rage which Great Britain inflicts upon 
her by the military occupation of the 
port of Corinto, in order to seize from 
her by force a sum of money not 
allowed, in absolute disregard of in- 
ternational law and of the dictates of 
right, justice and equity. Nicaragua, 
although counting upon the sympathy 
of all, ia powerless to oppose the. ag- 
gressor, and is ready to submit the case 
without fear, bewailing her smallness 
and her weakness.

The pack- 
ers are making largo claims of raisins 
already secured on consignment, but 
their claims cannot be substantiated to 
any extent, except in the case of certain 
large vineyards, which are allied with 
the commission interest. One packer 
who makes large claims, I have learned 
through the agent of another packing 
company,secured about SOOacree, mainly 
large vineyards, by reason of over ad- 
vances made last season in one case to 
the amount of $2000. Ho simply had a 
cinch on the. crops. In all my travels 
over this Weat Side I have not met one 
grower who had made a contract this 
season.

Don't let a mere sentiment stand in 


the way of acting for your own interests. 
Ever grower who goes into co-operation 
this year should give a bond to deliver 
his crop to tho packing asaociation he 


10'lf we co-operate largely we not only 
force the packera to compete for the bal- 
ance of the crop, but also afford them a 
certain protection in paying a fair price, 
as so large a body of raiains centralized 
in hands that will not allow them to bo 
slaughtered, will give strength and sta- 
bility to the market, and there is likely 
to be no auch amount of second crop 
raiaina as in the past year, because tlie 
wine and brandy interests will pay, it ia 
said, about $8 per ton for second crop
